1 . The affidavit, exhibit or request for reconsideration has been considered but does not 
place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. It's the examiner's position that Chan et al. 
(US#5,751 ,715) and Gallagher et al. (US#5,6 19,497) are applied herein merely for the teaching 
of interconnecting a plurality of nodes utilizing communication loops and subloops. In response 
to Applicant argument that the references fail to show certain features of separate 
communication loop each having only requesting nodes and nodes responding to these 
requesting nodes. It is noted that the features upon which applicant relies are not specifically 
recited in the rejected claims. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 
1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Furthermore, Chan et al. (US#5,751,715) disclose an 
apparatus for accelerated Fiber Channel protocol handshaking and data exchange involves 
dividing a Fiber Channel arbitrated loop architecture up into a plurality of arbitrated subloops, 
each of which arbitrates locally includes identifying the subloop upon which the destination node 
is found; establishing switching connections to connect the subloop on which the source node is 
found to the subloop on which the destination node is found and bypassing all subloops upon 
which neither the source nor destination node is found; completing a data transfer from the 
source node to the destination node and closing the connection between the source node subloop 
and the destination node subloop {separating communication loop containing only the requesting 
nodes and nodes responding to the requesting nodes). Examiner maintains that the references 
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cited and applied in the last office actions for the rejection of the claims 1, 8, 10 5 12-20 and 23- 
32 are maintained in this office action. The final rejection mailed on October 22, 2004 is 
therefore maintained.
